Many efforts are made to get a true per­ 
spective of the scope of the federal g overn­ 
ment. It* expanded role has brought, and 
continues to bring, significant cha ng es in 
our economic system, particularly in old­ 
fashioned individual enterprise ca pita lism. 
It is now more nearly welfa re ca pita lism. 
Among sta tistics so far amassed: 
Twenty-five million America ns, includ­ 
ing vetera ns, federal workers, armed forc­ 
es, fa rmers and social security recipients, 
get checks regularly from the g overn­ 
ment. This is one adult in five. Many oth­ 
ers receive occasional payments. 
Federal wa rehouses are giving food to 
more than 5 million “ needy 
persons. This 
food is the g overnment’s to give beca use 
of reg imenting programs which get the 
fa rmers to go along by buying their sur­ 
plus products, 
Two million persons live in government 


su b sid iz e d h o u sin g . 
The federal government competes with 
private business by operating more than 
20.000 commercia l - industrial fa cilities 
with capital a ssets of $ 20 billion. 


There are more than IOO federal a g en­ 


c ie s in the financial field with a total of 
$ 105 billion in obligation. 
Federal aid to sta tes, localities and in­ 
dividuals mounted from $ 147 million in 
1930 to $ 7.2 billion in 1958. 
Government - owned electric utilities a c­ 
counted for one kilowatt in 18 generated in 
the nation in 1920. The figure is now one 
kilowatt in four. 
Since 1900 non - g overnment employ­ 
ment has increa sed IOO per cent and g ov­ 
ernment employment 650 per cent. 
This explains ta xes which are growing 
at every level of government. Tile only- 
way to attack high ta xes is through public 
dema nd for lessened g overnment activity.

Governm ent - owned electric utilities ac­ 
counted for one kilowatt in 18 generated in 
the nation in 1920. The figure is now one 
kilowatt in four. 
Since 
1900 non - governm ent employ­ 
ment has increased IOO per cent and gov­ 
ernment employment 650 per cent. 
This explains taxes which are growing 


at every level of government. The only 


w a y to attack high taxes is through public 
demand for lessened government activity.

DiSalle Aide Eyes 
70 Life Termers 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
ease histories of some 70 Ohio ! 
Penitentiary life-termers are be­ 
ing studied by Rankin Gibson, le­ 
gal assistant to Gov. Michael V. 
DiSalle. This study c o u l d bring 
freedom to some of them in the 
future. 
The governor's office had recom­ 
mendations for additional consid­ 
eration in the cases of about 40 
lifers, when the present adminis 
tration took over. 
Gibson said Tuesday there are 
at least 30 others who have re­ 
ceived favorable recommendations 
from the Pardon and Parole Com­ 
mission, but whose cases have not 
actually been considered by the 
governor's office yet. 
In individual cases, Gibson will 
recommend any action he believes 
should be taken. 
Chairman Clarence E. McLeod 
of the Pardon and Parole Com­ 
mission said Tuesday there are al­ 
most 6.000 persons on supervised 
parole from Ohio's penal institu­ 
tions. 
About 700 of these, sentenced to 
life imprisonment, are on what is 
called lifetime parole—releasable 
only by death or a 
governor’s 
commutation. 
One 
convict 
has 
been free on lifetime parole since 
1920. 
However, 
through 
satisfactory 
behavior during parole, many con­ 
victed persons can win final re­ 
lease eventually. Some 1.696 final 
releases had 
been 
granted this 
year by the end of July. 
Releases were offset by 2,490 
new paroles granted in the same 
*even-month period.
